ANECDOTEsS OF ANIMALS. 
[From Jesse's Gleanings in N atural History. 
A Sentim ental Pin eon.— A man, set to watch a 
field of peas which had been much preyed upon by 
pigeons, shot an old cock pigeon who had long been 
an inhabitant of the farm. 
IIis mate around whom he 
bad for many a year cooed, and nourished from hi* own 
crop, and assisted in rearing numerous young ones, im­ 
mediately settled on the ground by bis side, and show­ 
ed her grief in the most expressive manner. 
The la­ 
borer took up the dead bird, and tied it to a short stake, 
thinking that it would frighten away the other depreda­ 
tors. 
in this situation, however, his partner did not 
forsake him, hut continued, day after day, walking 
slowing round the stick. 
T he kind-hearted wife of the 
baililTof the farm at last heard of the circumstance, 
and immediately went to afford what relief she eould 
to the poor bird. 
Site told me that, on arriving at the 
spot, she found the hen bird much exhausted, and that 
she had made a circular beaten track around the dead 
pigeon maxing now and then a little spring towards 
him 
On the removal o f the dead bird, the hen re­ 
turned to the dove-cot. 


Instance o f S a g a city in a D og.— He informed me 
that a friend o f his, an officer in the 44th regiment, 
who had occasion, when in Paris, to pass one of the 
bridges across the Seine, had his hoots, which had been 
previously well polished, dirted by a poodle dog rub­ 
bing against them. 
H e in consequence went to a man 
who was stationed on the bridge, and had them cleaned. 
The same circumstance having occurred more than 
once, Ins curiosity was excited, and lie watched the 
dog. 
lie saw him roll him self in the mud o f the river, 
and then watch for a person with polished hoots, against 
which he contrived to rub himself. 
Finding that the 
shoe-black was the owner o f the dog, lie taxed him 
with the artifice— and after a little hesitation, he con­ 
fessed that lie had taught the dog the trick, in order to 
procure customers for himself'. 
The officer being much 
struck with the dog’s sagacity, purchased him at a high 
price, and brought him to England, 
lie kept him tied 
up in London some tim e, and then released him. 
The 
dog remained vvitli him a day or tw o, and then made 
his escape. 
A fortnight afterwards he was found with 
his former master, pursuing Ins old trade of dirtying 
gentlemen’s hoots on the bridge. 


In gen u ity o f Bees.— A large brown slug made its 
way into a glass hive, where the operations of the bees 
could be distinctly seen. 
Having killed the slug, and 
finding that they were unable to get it out of the hive, 
they 
covered it over with the tluck resinous substance 
called propolis, and thus prevented its becoming a nui­ 
sance to the colony. 
Into 
the same hive one of the 
common brown-shelled snails also gained admittance.— 
Instead o f embedding it in propolis, the bees contented 
themselves with fixing it to the bottom of the hive, by 
plastering the edge with that substunce. 
I have now in 
my possession a regular fortification made o f propolis, 
which one of my stocks of bees placed at the entrance 
o f their hive, to enable them the better to protect them­ 
selves from i he attacks o f wasps, 
iiy means of this for­ 
tification a few bees could effectually guard the entrance 
by lessening the space o f admission, which I had neglect­ 
ed to do for them . 


A Poodle D og.— A friend of mine had a poodle 
dog possessed of more thou ordinary sagacity, but lie was, 
however, under little command. 
In order to keep him 
in better order, my friend purchased a small whip with 
which he corrected his dog once or twice during a walk. 
On his return, the whip was put on a table in the hall, 
and the next morning it was missing. 
It was soon af­ 
terwards found concealed in an outbuilding, und again 
made use of in correcting the dog. 
It was, however, 
again lost, hut found hidden in another place. 
On 
watching the dog, who was suspected of being the cul­ 
prit, he was seen to take the whip from the hall-table, 
und run away with it, in order again to hide it.
